Sin—I had the honor to receive, by 


\vayof.Doylestown. your letter ol" the 
23d inst. vvilh its enclosures, viz : co- 
pies of a circular lelier from you lo the 
acting Secretary of War, Treasurer of 
the United Stales, Register and .Sec- 
ond Auditor of the Treasury, and of 
their respective answers—the copy of 
your circular being in print; the others 
I had aKo seen in the newspapers some 
days before your letter reached me. 


In your letter lo me above referred 


lo, you speak of my having charged 
several officers of ihe government with 
a conspiracy, and stale that they have 
denied the charges preferred 
against 


them by me- 
I must be permitted to 


say that 1 have nol charged ihose offi- 
cers with any specific oftence. in the 
form suggested by you. 


I have slated ibal the late Secretary 


of War and acting Secretary of War 
were lying in wait for the purpose of 
making un assault upon me, on my way 
to the office, as I believed with an in- 
lenl to assassinate. 1 also slated that a 
grocery store between my lodging and 
the office, and ihe room of the Treasu- 
rer and Register were alternately occu- 
pied by them as places of rendezvous 
while so employed. 
I further staled 


thai ihe Treasuier, Regisier and Sec- 
ond Auditor were in their company.— 
I also staled that ihe principal persons 


engaged, v\z - Eaton and Han- 


dolph, with a recruited force, ihreatrn- 


aid in my power to such officer in the 
discharge of his d u t y . 


It musi, how ever, be distinctly under- 


stood, l l i a t tin- investigation shall begin 
w i t h lhe principals, and before I furn- 
ish a list oi the witnesses, that an assu- 
rance of protection shall be given to 
those, who hold offices that they shall 
sillier no i n j u r y in consequence of giv- 
ing testimony. 
This has become ne- 


cessary by reason of the declaration of 
Mr. Evans, the brother-in-law of Mr. 
Eaton, that "the President would turn 
every clerk out of office who took my 
part in this business," and of other 
facts which have since come to my 
knowledge. Although I do not assume 
that this declaration was authorised by 
you. 
yel il is indispensable to justice 


that no apprehension of this nature 
should rest on the minds of witnesses.

give even three hundred. 
A very wor- 


thy man who occupies a large public 
house just above the town, and who is 
permitted to live there rent-free (this 
season at least) declares that he must 
abandon the premises unless the land- 
lord can afford better terms ! More 
than one hundred houses are to let, and 
thirty or forty unfinished ones are sus- 
pended. 
This is really a sad picture."

dent himself; and that yielding to what 
appears to be the wish of the public, 
and the candor due to his own charac- 
ter. he will place his sentiments before 
the public without reserve, in reference 
to the subject which has caused these 
remarks.1'

CONDITION OF CHILI. 


A gentleman residing in Valparaiso, 


(Chili,) under date of March 21, writes 
as follows : 


The two political parties by which 


this country is divided, have ceased to 
associate on the friendly terms they 
once did, and have become inveterate 
in their prejudices toward each other. 
The present government appears to be 
firmly established, and are using the 
most energetic 
means for 
securing 


themselves : but I believe the majority 
of the people, particularly the lower 
classes, are far from satisfied, and I 
should not be surprised if the present 
year were to witness as bloody and des- 
tructive a war as the last. 
Our great- 


est security is that our present rulers 
possess nearly all the wealth of the 
country, and had they not forced their 
way into office at the point of the bay- 
onet, I believe the people generally 
would be satisfied. 


There is no part of South America 


improving so fast as this place. 
Since 


the earthquake of last year, there have 
been many new houses erected of frame, 
which cost less at present than brick 
buildings formerly did, and they are 
perfectly secure against earthquake;.. 
Since September of 1829, we have had 
upwaids of three hundred shocks, some 
of them quite severe, and as no one e- 
ver became accustomed 
to them, on 


the contrary, their fears increase, I 
think hereafter all the principal houses 
will be built of frame, as timber is now 
brought here from the southern prov- 
inces, and sold quite as low as it is with 
us in the United States. 
It was form- 


erly thought here that great earth- 
quakes only took place once in seven 
years, but that theory is now exploded, 
and the inhabitants have made up their 
minds that they may happen whenever 
God thinks proper to send them.

knocked down, and very roughly hand- 
led. 
Three men were lying, at one 


time, two on the pavement and one in 
the gutter, apparently unable to move. 
The stones flew in such voilies that sev- 
eral of the neighbors found it necessary 
lo close the front u indows of their hou- 
ses and stores. 
The Mayor arrived on 


horse-back; but about this time the 
Gideonite party gave up the contest 
and lied in different directions. 
Eight 


men were arrested ; ol whom seven gave 
bail last evening, and the other was 
committed. 


This morning, Britton Evans, a mag- 


istrate of Southwark, and one of the 
leaders of the procession, though not, 
we 
understand, an 
Irishman, was 


brought before the Mayor,charged with 
having stabbed one of the party, who 
now lies wounded, but not dangerously, 
at the hospital. 
The fact being posi- 


tively sworn to, the accused was requi- 
red to find bail in the sum of three thou- 
sand dollars. 
Fie declared that "he 


never drew his sword upon any man ;" 
and stated, also, that his house was pel- 
ted with stones from ten o'clock last 
night till 3 t h i b morninir. 


In this statement we have paid no at- 


tention to the numerous stories current 
respecting the particular provocations 
received by each party from the other 
Among the men bound over, there arc 
some of each .side. 
Justice will be im- 


partially dealt to them,and should any of 
them be proved to have been active 
promoters of the riot, we hope to see 
them .severely punished.

SIH: The President, on his return 


to-day from the Hip Raps, has received 
vour letter of the 30th till. 
In reply 


to your renewed call upon him, "as 
Chief Magistrate ol'ihe District of Co- 
lumbia," I am directed to inform you. 
that he does not consider the fact of 
certain officers "having been in compa- 
ny with Major Eaton" d u r i n g office 
hours, and in their ollices, where it is 
their d u t y to be, and where every indi- 
vidual has a right to go, as supporting 
the charge that those offices were u- 
seduas places of rendezvous" by a par- 
ty lying in wait to assassinate you ; nor 
as constituting "probable cause" to 
justify the subjection of citizens of fair 
character, all solemnly denying your 
imputations, to arraignment before a 
court of criminal jurisdiction. 
I hat if 


"a legal investigation of this transac- 
tion before a t r i b u n a l having power to 
examine and compel the attendance of 
witnesses," be, by you, deemed neces- 
sary, he assures you of adequate pro- 
tection in the City of Washington, 
where you have the right, as prosecutor 
before the grand jury, to present the 
supposed offenders, or lo summon them 
before any magistrate of the District : 
Also, that "an assurance of protection 
shall be given to those who hold offices 
that they shall suffer no injury in con- 
sequence of giving testimony"—an as- 
surance, however, not to be construed 
as affording i m p u n i t y for any miscon- 
duct which the investigation may un- 
fold. 


The President directs me to inform 


you, also, thai, should any persons con- 
nected with the Government be found 
implicated in having formed pare of "a 
recruited force," to engage in hostili- 
ties of any kind within the precincts of 
the Departments, or elsewhere w i t h i n 
the District of Columbia ; or in having 
armed and associated together, to the 
disturbance and alarm of its peaceful 
citizens, he will feel it his duty, in addi- 
tion to the penalties of the law, forth- 
with to dismiss the offenders from the 
public service. 
He directs me further, 


sir, and in conclusion, to state that, 
from the inquiry he has made, your 
charges to that effect against the Act- 
ing Secretary of War, and others, do 
not appear lo be founded in fact; and 
that he cannot but ascribe them to a 
reliance on false statements or vague 
surmises, or to the workings of an o- 
ver-excited imagination.

NEW COLLEGE. 


A proposition has been made to es-

A citizen of New-York 
has offered to be one of ten who would 
give each one thousand dollars toward 
the purpose, arid it is> thought an equal 
sum might be raised among the people 
of color. A recent visit of Mr. Garri- 
son to this city, had the establishment 
of the college for its object, and we 
gather from inquiry and the Boston 
Liberator, that there are good reasons 
for believing that the college will be 
soon eslablished and located at New- 
Haven.
